There are drugs which are known 
to be without therapeutic value, and 
we use them simply because they have 
been handed down to us by our an- 
cestors. This is wonderfully and for- 
cibly illustrated in Chinese medicine. 

We should throw out the old junk 
and take up those modern remedies 


which have been proven to be of great 


value. Of course, in so far as mod- 
ern science has demonstrated that the 
old remedies are valuable, we should 
retain them. 

Progress has ever been hindered by 
lethargy and the fanatical adherance to 
the past. We need only recall the 
long-lived opposition to the smallpox 
vaccination movement. Even at the | 
present time we hear the ravings of 
those who appear to be wholly in- 
capable of understanding what pro- 
gress is or what it means to human- 
ity.

This being the case, what 
is the need of a special pharmaceutical 


training? Let us get away from these 
fossil ideas.

THE DRUG SITUATION In this 
IN THE UNITED STATES jssue will 


be found the full report of the Com- 
mittee on Drug Reform, which was 


presented at the Richmond meeting of 


the American Pharmaceutical Associ- 
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ation (May 3-7). This report should 
interest every progressive pharmacist. 
The report makes it very clear that it 
is at present a difficult matter to se- 
cure drugs that are pure and up to 
standard in quality, and that some- 
thing radical should be done to remedy 


the existing conditions. The report 


should receive careful and earnest con- 


sideration at our State meeting. The 
several States pharmaceutical associ- 


ations should do all in their power to 
co-operate with the national organiza- 
tion in bettering pharmacy. 
‘This issue also contains a brief sum- 
mary of findings in the examination of 
vegetable drugs and spices which will, 
no doubt, astonish as well as interest 


every pharmacist. This brief report 


is supplementary to the report on 
Drug Reform. 


THE DRUG TRUSTS. The Ca- 
IN THE UNITED Nnadian. 
STATES | Dru ggist 


for April has the following editorial : 


“We do not believe that any branch of 
trade has ever been quite so much on the 


‘ragged edge of uncertainty’ as is the drug 


trade in the United States today. Large 


5 corporations with hundreds of thousands 


of dollars at their back appear to think the 
drug business a special prey for their busi- 
ness ventures. As a consequence we have 
‘chains’ of drug stores belonging to sev- 
eral large corporations which seek _ to 
monopolize to themselves, as far as possi- 
ble, the drug business of the country. This, 
of course, refers mainly to the large cen- 
ters, and in these we have the Riker Drug 
Company, the Hegeman, the United Drug 
Company, the American Druggists’ Syndi- 
cate and others of similar caliber bent on 
securing the largest number of stores and 
monopolizing, as far as possible, the best 
business stands. The smaller retail drug- 
gist in these centers is in a quandary as to 
what course to pursue, whether he is to be 
swallowed up by some of the larger con- 
cerns or to perhaps be gradually driven 
out of business.” 


Similar pessimistic views are voiced 
in the pharmaceutical press of the 


United States, and there is some good 
reason for the fear expressed. The 
drug trust does and will do harm to 
honest retail pharmacy, but it can be 
safely predicted that the chains of 
drug stores will soon pass out of ex- 
istence or degenerate into a mere mer- 
cantile venture. Furthermore, it is a 
fact that these drug trusts center their — 
energies upon patent and questionable 
proprietaries and: therefore do not ef- 
fect honest pharmacy as much as 
might appear upon first consideration. 


_ It is also highly probable that the drug 
trusts will early participate in their 


own hanging if they are allowed 
enough rope. Let them have the rope. 


THE FAKE Perhaps the worst 


DRUG PEST annoyance to the can- 
scientious pharmacist is the existence | 
of the great array of patent remedies 
of the fake order. These pharmacists 
know that most, if not all of the ~ 
patented and proprietary articles, are 
in all probability fakes, but they are 
practically compelled to keep them in 
stock because the gullible public may 
call for them, and if the pharmacist 
ventures the information that he does 
not keep them, he is at once pro- 
nounced incompetent and his store is 
forsaken for another. 

The most pronounced present mani- 
festation of the fake pest is in the 
daily papers, where the “Doctor” gives 
advice on “beauty,” “health,” and “hy- 
giene,’ and where the everlastingly 
omipresent gullible is told that “his 
condition can be cured by taking the 
following home remedy: ‘Go to your 
drug store and get—glycerin, one 
dram; sodium chloride, one dram; dis- 
tilled water, one pint; mix, and to this 
add a one-ounce package of vigoline. 
Let stand for twelve hours, filter, - 


when it will be ready for use. Take 


one teaspoonful every three hours.” 
The list of home medicines of this 
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kind is endless. It is the worst form 
of fakery. Something desperate should 
be done to stamp out this curse. We 
have troubles enough and pests enough 


without having new ones forced upon 
us. 


WHAT Pharmacy is not 
PHARMACY OWES a mere business, 


HUMANITY a mere source of 
a livelihood, gainedin an easy and gen- 
teel way. It is more than that. It 
is a professional calling, whose chief 
aim it should be to benefit mankind by 
alleviating disease and suffering. In 
this regard it is like the profession of 
medicine. It is the sacred duty of 
physicians to do the utmost in their 
power to cure as well as to prevent 
disease. It should be the sacred duty 
of every pharmacist to ard the phy- 
sician to the best of his ability. The 
man who takes up pharmacy prompted 
thereto by the dollar sign, which to 
him may loom up big, is wholly unfit, 
as is the prospective M. D. who revels 
in visions of big fees from wealthy 
patients for surgical operations. 
Neither the one nor the other has a 
rightful place in the professions. 

It is all well and proper to plan in 
such a way as to make a decent living 
and to provide adequately for the fam- 
ily, but to scheme constantly and ever- 
lastingly to increase the bank account, 


perhaps at the expense of suffering hu-— 


manity, is wholly unprofessional. The 
man who does not feel strongly in- 
terested in the betterment of the hu- 
man race should not take up profes- 
sional work, whether medicine, phar- 
macy, law or education. Such should 
stick to the hod, the hoe handle or take 
up some business that does not call 
for any special interest in the human 
well being. Every one intending to 
become a pharmacist should take the 
following oath:

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HABIT INFLUENCE ON PHARMACY 
. By John Uri Lloyd 


The influence that habit exerts over 
not only an individual life, but con- 
‘nected lines of individual lives, can- 
not be escaped. The habit of a father 
becomes often second nature with the 
son, whose fixed habit in this line em- 
braces much of his father’s field, and 


thus creates a series of habits, in which > 


often the beginning is lost together 
with its past necessity. _ 

Well has this subject been pictured 
in allegory by the Eastern philosopher, 
as recorded in the Arabian Nights, 
where the old man of the sea wraps 
his legs about the neck of the man 
who carries him and cannot shake him 


off. 
But let us return to pharmacy, and 


see whether we in American pharmacy 


are tinctured with habits that have 
been fixed upon us from the days 
gone by. 

Consider a modern pharmacy, and 
contrast its interior appearance with 
that of the pharmacy of fifty years 
ago. Then examine prints picturing 
the apothecary’s store in Mediaeval 
European times, and note the similar- 
ity of some of the present features of 


remedial display. In each we find the 


conspicuous feature of the display room 


to be rows of bottles and of jars con- 


taining both liquid and solid materia 
medica remedies, presumably impor- 
tant. Let us study the word presum- 
ably. Are these display remedies now 
as important as they were in the days 
when the habit of thus displaying them 
was formed? 

This is not the first time the author 
has made reference, either in print or 
in lecture, to the fact that the habits of 


the past, to a considerable degree,

dominate the appearance of many 
drug stores of the present, in direc- 
if the interior of the 
apothecarys shop were constructed 
for the utilizing to the best advantage 
the space for the special needs of the 
present, a very different method would 
prevail. 

The rows of bottles with fixed sits 
labels that have stood undisturbed in 
their places often for years, perhaps 
for over a quarter of a century, con- 
remedies that are in many in- 
stances obsolete, in others nearly so. 
Yet the bottle fills a place that is much 
needed for something now in active 
For example, this writer stood 
recently in an apothecary’s store where 
forty-five years ago-he was a frequent 
visitor. Glancing over the bottles still 
in place, he recalled vividly the label- 
ing of former days. Each label was 
a familiar reminder of days gone by, — 
but the prescriptions today presented 
in that store and the domestic reme- 
dies now in demand render a great 


proportion of these bottles useless. 


‘Mere creatures of habit, they are cling- 


ing to their places as firmly as did the 
old man of the sea, pictured in the 
Arabian Nights. The ointment jars 
of the olden times in many pharmacies’ 


of this country occupy yet conspicuous 
positions, but in themselves are relics 


of former usage, their labels being 
merely reminders of former prestige. 
Take, as does this writer now, a. 
book portraying by illustrations the 
type of pharmacy of the days of Louis 
XIII, and the resemblance therein to 
a modern pharmacy in America is 
most striking. True it is that many 
of the remedies occupying conspicu- 
ous places on those shelves are today 
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no longer used or prescribed, but yet, 
as reminders of those times many in | 


place today are close-connected there- 
with. 

The question then arises as one con- 
siders this phase of the subject, does 
this habit of making conspicuous 
rows of bottles whose contents are 
largely relics of the past parallel some- 
what the habit of putting into the 
front window of the pharmacy bottles 
of colored liquids to indicate that this 
place is a drug store? Has the method 
of times gone by, in which the contents 


of these bottles were utilized in the 


filling of prescriptions which no longer 
come from physicians of modern times, 
grown to be a habit that is ‘so firmly 
fastened upon the pharmacist of today, 
as to render it necessary that the most 


important space in a pharmacy, where 


it is desirable to utilize every inch of 
space, be filled with what is now an 
insurmountable obstacle to progress? 
If, for example, this writer has become 
properly impressed with the phase of 
the subject as to what should consti- 
tute the interior view of a pharmacy, 
in connection with what the pharma- 


cist now sells as medicine, and what. 


the pharmacist needs to have con- 
venient when he _ sells medicine, 
he can, perhaps, in a conservative 
warranted in suggesting 


tion cases, as well as the reme- 
dies used in domestic practice of the 


present day, should accord with the 


demands of the present. If a pharma- 
cist reading this article will make an 
inventory of the contents of the “front 


store” shelf bottles described herein, 


and then study his business from the 
sphere of the activity of the remedies 
now demanded, it:is probable that he 
will be surprised to discover the num- 
ber of preparations prominently dis- 
played that could well be spared to 
await in a dark closet or in the cellar 
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a prescription that may come next year 
or may come never. 

Let it not be understood that this 
article is to be considered as in the 
least pessimistic or hypercritical. It 
is simply a questioning concerning a 
subject in which the writer’s reflec- 
tions are surely, in some instances, 


_correct, even though in other directions 


they may be wrong. The question is, 
to what extent does this old man of 
the sea, whose prime of life was in the 
days of European mediaeval medicine, 
hold in his destroying embrace the 
pharmacist of the present. Are these 
display bottles that so conspicuously 
strike the eye of him who enters more 
than one modern American drug store 
to be more or less compared with the 
wooden Indian who stands in front of 
the tobacco shop, or with the three 
balls that hang over the door of the 
pawnshop, or with the red and white 


striped pole before the barber shop, or 


with the jars of colored liquid in the 
front window of the apothecary, that 
are no longer accompanied by jars 
of snakes and toads and frogs, as was’ 


_ true of the shop in which this writer 


half a century ago was apprenticed? 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON; DRUG 
REFORM OF THE AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSO- 
‘CATION 
The importance of the National 
Food and Drugs Law of 1906 need not 
be impressed on pharmaceutical men, 
nor the benefit already realized from it 
and from the numerous State laws that 
have been modeled largely upon it. Yet 
every pharmacist knows that adultera- 
tion has by no means been eliminated - 
since these laws have been in force. It 
might seem to many that these laws 
have operated more to expose the ex- 
tent of adulteration than perceptibly 


to check it. 


Pharmacists do not need, moreover, 
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to be reminded of the danger to their 


profession from drug adulteration. The 


increasing distrust of drug store prepa- 
rations, on the part both of physicians 
and of the general public, and the re- 
sultant tendency~.toward “drug ni- 
hilism,” have been generally noted by 


writers in the different pharmaceutical 


journals. 

The first object of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association is, accord- 
ing to its constitution, “to improve and 
regulate the drug market by prevent- 

ing the importation of inferior adul- 
- terated drugs, and by detecting and ex- 
posing home adulterations.” 

In accordance with this object, Presi- 
dent Rusby, in October, 1909, appoint- 
ed the Committee on Drug Reform. A 
former committee, although it bore the 
same name, seems to have been de- 
signed primarily to co-operate with a 
similar committee of the American 
Medical Association. The present com- 
mittee, having a somewhat different 


phase of work, has therefore been com- 


pelled to begin anew. 

In view of the short interim between 
the meetings of the association, it was 
evident at once to the committee that 
few immediate, tangible results could 
be accomplished. To this lack of time 
was the difficulty of determining the 
exact function of the committee. This 
function is not, of course, executive. 
In the opinion of the president of the 


association and of the members of the 


committee, its duty lies rather in 
awakening public interest in drug laws, 
and in influencing the legislation and 
enforcement of them by indicating at 
what reform must be directed and by 
suggesting, as far as possible, how that 
reform may be accomplished. 

According to this conception of its 
duty, the committee, in February, is- 
sued 75 circulars, requesting opinions 
concerning the means necessary to ac- 
complish four things: 
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1. More thorough restriction of the 


importation of impure drugs at all 


United States ports. 

2. Improvement in the inspection of 
interstate commerce in drugs. 

3. Uniformity and efficiency in 
State inspection and supervision. | 

4. Co-operation between State and 
Federal inspectors and laboratories. 

The circular also asked for opinions 
on the proposed changes in the sub- | 
standard clause of the Federal Act 
(Section 7), which would, if adopted, 
require the label of any sub-standard 
drug to state not only its absolute 


standard, but also the relation of that 


standard to that of the U.S. P. 
The correspondence elicited by this 
circular has been a decided help to the 


committee, and the interest manifested 


by a considerable number of pharma- 
ceutical journals, schools and other im- 
portant institutions will undoubtedly 
further the progress of reform. 

The opinion seems to be prevalent 
that inspection of drugs at the ports of 
this country should be made more 
stringent. In the first place, not all 
ports of drug entry are under inspec- 
tion, and in the second, at those ports 
which are, the final decision on the 
question of admission or rejection of 
drugs, after they have been analyzed 
by experts, rests with persons who 
know almost nothing of.them. More- 
over, responsibility for the supervision 
of drug importation is divided between 


different divisions of the’ Department 


of the Treasury and of Agriculture. If 
this responsibility can be made more 
definite by fixing it on a single depart- 
ment, the condemnation of undesira- 
ble drugs will be much more certain. 
President Rusby has already called 
attention to the importation of mia- 
terials used in the adulteration of 
drugs. Some of these materials, since 
they are also used for legitimate: pur- 
poses, cannot well be: excluded. We 
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may, however, exclude those _ used 
wholly for adulteration, such as ground 


: olive pits and cocoanut shells, which 


are, under the present laws, shipped 
boldly into this country under their 
real names. In the opinion of eminent 
legal authority consulted by this com- 
mittee, the exclusion of such materials 
is possible by legislation. : 

Mr. M. I. Wilbert, whose connec- 
tion with the administration of the 
Federal drug law is well known, writes 
that more rigid inspection of drug im- 


- portation can be realized “only by edu- 


cation so as to bring about a demand 
for such inspection.” 
Interstate supervision naturally pre- 


sents a more difficult and troublesome 


problem to the Federal officials than 
does the work at the ports of entry. 
There can be no doubt that this inter- 
state drug inspection, considering the 
funds and the force of men available 
for the work, is remarkably efficient. 
Yet there is no doubt, on the other 
hand, that inspection never reaches a 
large part of interstate drug traffic, and 


‘that shipments of adulterated drugs 


are, at present, being safely made. Such 


shipments will continue to be made 


until the Federal Government allows 
this interstate supervision a much 


larger appropriation, for efficiency can 


be obtained only with a larger and bet- 
ter paid service. 


State drug laws differ to such an ex- 


tent that only general suggestions ap- 
plicable in all States can be made here. 
Perhaps, at present, more attention 
should be devoted to law enforcement 
than to legislation, for in drug reform, 
as in every other reform, there is a la- 


mentable tendency to regard the work 


as accomplished by the mere passing 
of a bill through the legislature. 

More stringent administration of the 
State drug laws now existing can be 
obtained by impressing the importance 
of such laws on the public and the re- 
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sponsibility involved in their enforce- 
ment on the State officials. This work 
can be achieved by a future drug re- 
from committee with at least one mem- 
ber from each State Association. 
Another important change which the 
committee wishes emphatically to rec- 
ommend is the separation of the duty 
of the enforcement of drug laws from 
the work of departments whose princi- 
pal function is entirely foreign to the 
control of drug traffic. Professor E. 
V. Howell of this committee writes 
that in North Carolina ‘“‘the food and 


drugs law is in the hands of the de- 


partment of agriculture, which is 
maintained by a tax on every ton of 
guano. Thus the farmers support the . 
department. So far the department has 


done good work on fertilizers, stock 
foods, poultry powders and plant foods, 


but nothing for pure drugs for sick 
people.” The enforcement of drug laws 
is worthy of a distinct division of an 
independent State board of health, or 
board of pharmacy. 

Enforcement of the drug laws can 
be much improved by co-operation be- 
tween the State and the Federal labora- 
tories and inspectors. President Rus- 
by has cited a case which illustrates | 
the need for this co-operation. Dr. L. 
F. Kebler, chief chemist of United 
States drug analyses, on discovering 
material used for adulteration in a 
Hoboken drug house, was openly de- 
fied by the proprietors, since the ma- 
terial was not under Federal jurisdi¢- 
tion. The proprietors boldly admitted 
that the material in question was to 
be used in drug adulteration. In such 
a case as this, co-operation with the 
State officials would have brought 
about an inspection by officers whose 
authority could not have been defied. 


Mr. Wilbert, referred to above, — 


writes concerning co-operation: “Un- 
less some one is willing to agitate this 
question quite thoroughly, each indi- 
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vidual drug inspector will be a rule un- 
to himself and the several State laws 
will continue to be, as they are at pres- 
ent, enforced without regard to the re- 
quirements made in any other State.” 
Further efficiency in State enforce- 
ment can be gained by more uniform- 
ity in drug standards. As long as scores 
of standards exist for every drug, no 
stringent administration of drug laws 
can be expected. Recent State legis- 
lation has shown an encouraging ten- 
dency to adopt the National stand- 
ards, either entirely or with very few 
exceptions. In twenty-nine States the 
Federal clauses defining adulteration 
and misbranding of drugs are thus fol- 
lowed verbatim or in substance. In 
other words, the laws of almost two- 
thirds of the States resemble the na- 
tional act in these important provi- 
sions. Yet the remaining States in 
which these provisions are dissimilar 
include some of the most important 
ones, such as New York, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan and Illinois. 
Uniformity of standards might be 


promoted by the efforts of such a com- 


mittee as has already been suggested, 
with at least one member from each 
State in the Union. | 

A special recommendation which the 
committee desires to make concerns 
the lack of inspection of drugs used by 
the so-called “dispensing physicians,” 
who are especially numerous in the 
western part of this country. This lack 
of inspection of physicians’ drug sup- 
plies leaves an unwarrantable loophole 
for the distribution of adulterated 
drugs. As a general rule, moreover, 
dispensing physicians are not especial- 
ly careful in buying their drugs, many 
of them being governed by price alone. 
It is therefore desirable that the State 
inspectors should be given the right to 


examine drugs in the possession of | 


physicians and to prosecute the manu- 
facturers of any such drugs who shall 


fail to comply with the standards 
which are provided for druggists. Pro- 
fessor J. H. Beal, in an article on 
“The Quality of Drugs Dispensed by 
Some Physicians, ’* exposes this chan- 
nel for the distribution of adulterated — 
drugs. 

During the past year, beginning 
March, 1909, 1127 samples of drugs 
have been examined in the Kansas 
Drug Laboratory and reported in ac- 
cordance with the Kansas law to the 
State Board of Health. Three hun- 
dred and eighty-two of these samples 


were tinctures of iodine, 50 per cent. 


of which were found below standard: 


134 were essence of pepermint, 65 per 


cent. below standard; 145 were spirits 
of camphor, 28 per cent below stand- 
dard; 55 were tincture of ginger, 31 
per cent below standard. These 716 
samples were preparations which the 
druggist had made, or should have 
made, himself. ,;The remainder was 
composed of 50 samples of patents and 
344 miscellaneous drugs. Among the 
patents were several hair tonics found 
to contain wood alcohol, while other 
patents were misbranded. The per- 


centage of adulteration and misbrand- 


ing is even greater among the mis- 
cellaneous drugs than among those 
mentioned in their respective classes. 
It should be noted in this connection 
that inspectors are instructed to col- 
lect only suspicious samples and there- 
fore the above percentages of adul- 
teration indicate only the average pur- 
ity of suspicious drug products. But 
this showing is sufficient to convince 


any one of the importance of intra- 


state drug reform, and especially of 


that phase of it which applies to indi- 
vidual druggists. 


As a California cor- 
respondent expressed it, “we will have 
to reform the druggist before we can 
reform the drugs.” Similar analyses 
have doubtless been completed in other

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States. The Kansas analyses have been 
cited because the work in that State is 


more familiar to the chairman. The 


committee is satisfied, however, that 
unless work of a similar nature is car- 
ried on in every State, the ideal of drug 
reform will be very far from realized. 
» Dr. Albert Schneider suggests that 
this committee, of which he is a mem- 


_ ber, consider the following matters : 


1. The efficiency of macroscopical and 
microscopical. inspection in determining the 


purity of crude and powdered vegetable 


drugs. 
2. The efficiency of chemical examina- 


tion of vegetable drugs. 


3. The determination of a practical 
standard of purity for the more important 
vegetable drugs. | 


4. The determination of an age limit for 


vegetable drugs. . 
5. The determination of the exact com- 
mercial source of the most important drugs. 


While the investigation of these 
questions is not necessarily comprised 
in the work of this committee, the re- 
sults of such investigation would be 
of great value in the work of drug 
reform. 

Dr. Schneider and Professor Howell 
have both emphasized the need for 
governmental encouragement of the 
propagation of drug plants, especially 
through experimentation. Dr. Schnei- 
der, for the reason that the United 
States would, by increased domestic 
production, be made independent of 
the fluctuations and variations of for- 
eign supply, and Professur Howell for 
the reason that the present methods of 
gathering the wild plants is rapidly 
bringing many species to extinction. 

Letters received by this committee 
indicate that some of the members of 
the association to restrict the advertis- 
ing of medicines by persons not quali- 
fied to manufacture and dispense them. 
The only suggestion for such restric- 
tion which the committee is able to 
make is that this restriction might be 


provided by amendment of the State 
pharmacy laws—the same laws which 
compel physicians and pharmacists to 
prove their qualifications. Legal opin- 
ion sought in regard to such an amend- 
ment has been favorable to it. 
Professor Howell has collected ad- 
vertisements of cancer, morphine, co- 
caine and whisky cures, and has cal- 
culated the percentages of newspaper 
space devoted to them. This material, 
it is hoped, will be ready for submis- 
sion at the meeting of the association. 
J. L. Conant, Jr., secretary of the 
Idaho State Board of Health, has sug- 


gested that the committee draft a 


model drug law for adoption by every 
State in the Union. This work would 
probably encroach on the duties of the 
Committee on National and State Leg- 
islation. At any rate, the association 


should make some provision for this 


work, by instructing one or more com- 
mittees to carry it out, for the enact- 
ment of uniform drug laws is of almost 
as much importance as the co-operation 
of the officials provided for their exe- 
cution. 
While the Committee on Drug Re- 
form has not drafted a model law, it 
wishes to call attention to the analysis 
of the Federal Food and Drugs 
Act by a committee of the Maryland 
State Board of Health. The food and 
drugs bill drawn up by this Maryland 


‘committee for submission to the legis- 


lature of that State follows the Na- 
tional Actexcept for certain alterations. 


One of these is the provision that sub- 


standard drugs, in addition to the 
statement of their own standard, must 
bear the further statement that they 
are not intended for medicinal use and 
are not to be used in the filling or com- 
pounding of any prescription or order 
of any registered physician, dentist or 
veterinarian. In the opinion of the 
Maryland committee, “the use of sub-

standard drugs for medicinal purposes 
is unnecessary, dangerous and con- 
trary to public policy.” 

A recent change in the Pennsylvania 
law in regard to sub-standard drugs 
allows a deviation, if stated on label, 
in all drugs except opium, iodine, pep- 
permint, camphor, ginger and ethyl 
nitrite. These six drugs must conform 
strictly to the U. S. P. standard (Pa. 
Act of May, 1909, Section 3). 

_ The Maryland committee also struck 
out the guaranty clause of the National 
Act. 
it would emasculate the entire bill, 
since the State, outside its limits, 
would have no jurisdiction over manu- 
facturers or wholesalers, by whom 
most of the guaranties to Maryland 


jobbers and wholesalers would be 


given. The committee states: “The 


Government of the United States 


grants exemption only to the jobber 


and retailer when its jurisdiction can 


reach the manufacturers; the State 
should do likewise.” The committee 
finally decides, however, that no guar- 
anty at all should be provided for by 
thé State, since exemption in the case 
of drugs manufactured within the 
State would discriminate against those 
persons who might prefer, or be forced, 
to obtain drugs from without. | 

This committee believes that the as- 
‘sociation can aid the work of law en- 
forcement by creating a separate divi- 
sion of the scientific section to con- 
sist of all those who are especially in- 
terested in analyses with reference to 
the different drug laws—a division 
which would convene on a special day 
each year to determine and unify 
‘processes and standards and to com- 
pare results. It would, in short, be a 
clearing house for drug inspectors and 
analysts. At the last meeting of the 
American Chemical Society a special 
section was formed which includes 


They are of the opinion that 
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drug analysts. It seems to this com- 


_mittee that our own association is a 


more natural center for such work. 
The present members are of the 
opinion that the Committee on Drug 
Reform should be made a standing 
one. The absurdity of trying to ac- 
complish actual reform in a few 
months is evident. Practical results 
can be obtained only by a permanent 
committee. 


ADULTERATION OF VEGETABLE 
DRUGS 


A Summary 
By Albert Schneider | 

When the Federal and the several 
State pure drugs laws went into ef- 
fect it was confidently expected that 
there would be a very appreciable fall- 
ing off in the adulteration of drugs of 
all kinds. It was believed that gross, 
criminal adulterations would be rare 
occurrences, indeed. In this our fond 
hopes are experiencing a great disap- 
pointment, for drug adulteration is at 
this time practiced to an alarming de- 
gree. This is certainly true as far as 
vegetable drugs. are concerned. It is 
true that the pure drug work and the 
administration of the pure drugs laws | 
is as yet in its infancy. It was, how- 
ever, believed that the knowledge of 
the existence of such laws would act 
as a check upon the work of those 
criminally defective who deliberately 
adulterate articles intended for the re- 
lief of suffering mankind. But such is 
evidently not the case. In passing it 
may be remarked that one cannot read- 
ly conceive of anything more ridicu- 
lous and farcical than the hearings on 
drug adulteration before a police jus- 
tice. 


The following summaries are based 
upon the personal microscopical ex- 


amination of crude and powdered vege- 
table drugs and spices in the Federal 
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Laboratory of San Francisco, the State 
Laboratory in Berkeley and in the Bo- 
tanical Laboratories of the California 
College of Pharmacy. The time cov- 
ered in this work was from October 
I, 1908 to May I, 1910, or a period of 
one year and seven months. In all 
some 1160 samples were examined, 
grouped as follows: 


Group (1)—150 samples of vegetable 
drugs in the State laboratory. 

Group (2)—350 samples of spices in 
the State laboratory. 

Group (3)—300 samples of vegetable 
drugs in the Federal laboratory. 

Group (4)—360 samples of vegetable 
drugs and spices in the laboratories of 
the California College of . Pharmacy, 
making the total of 1160 samples. 

Group (1) consisted of samples 
taken from retail pharmacists and 
wholesale drug dealers in and about 
San Francisco. The samples of group 


(2) were taken from retail and whole- 


_ sale spice dealers throughout the State 
of California. In group (3) the samples 
were secured from well-known East- 
ern drug importers, and in group (4) 
the samples were in part taken from 
retail druggists, some were supplied by 
wholesale drug dealers and a few sam-

OF A MODERN PHARMACY*

The prescription department of a 
modern pharmacy is totally different 
from that of our grandfathers. Then 
they prepared boluses and confections, 
infusion and decoctions, plasters and 
cerates. Today we buy most of our 
pills, our infusions and decoctions are 
rarely prepared, and handmade plasters 
and cerates are obsolete. 

As the result of these changes, from 
three to four prescriptions and recipes 
can be filled in the time it formerly — 
required to fill one. This has pro- - 
duced our drug stores with “prescrip- 
tion specialists’—stores that cater 
largely to physicians. | 

In every large city today you will 
find these prescription stores, and as © 
the bazaar drug stores increase in num-

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day is filled with half emptied bottles 
of proprietary remedies, of which some 
are good, some are very bad, and all 
are cleverly exploited to the physician. 
Our shelves show that it pays to visit 
the doctor, and the efforts of pharma- 
cists in the last year or two to visit 
the doctor on his account with sam- 
ples of U. S. P. and N. F. preparations 
to offset the efforts of the proprietary 
people is certainly a step in the right 
direction. 

We follow out certain usages in our 
prescription department which may be 
of service to the trade, and I will 
briefly explain them. We use a rather 


flat bottle for prescription work, with- 
out name blown in the glass, amber 


for extract use, oily solutions or those 
preparations affected by light. Ex- 
perience has demonstrated to us that 
the public prefer flat bottles as they 
are easy to carry and less liable to 
breakage. For solutions of dionin, 
homatropin, etc., we use a pipette bot- 
tle in a carton. This keeps the eye 
drops clean and the dropper remains 
in the medicine instead of being ex- 
posed to the dust of the patient’s room. 
We use jars and collapsible tubes for 


ointments, the tubes proving best for 


nasal and eye ointments. We use rub- 
ber stirring rods in graduates, instead 
of glass ones, thus saving breakage. 
We always have plenty of small fun- 
nels and all sizes of the best white fil- 
ter paper on hand so that all liquid 
prescriptions that should be clear leave 
us in a perfectly clear solution. We 
paper-cap all our prescriptions, hav- 
ing our name printed on the cap. There 
has been some criticism of this, as it 
does take time to put them on, but 
placing myself in the patient’s place, 


I know I should feel much more satis~ 


fied with my druggist if his medicine 
reached me securely capped. It is a 
form of security that the patient ap- 


ago. 


preciates, and the pharmacist cannot 
afford to overlook it. We check the 
work in the prescription room, which 
is another time waster but also a ne- 
cessity. The mistakes that occur seem 
to be largely in writing labels, very 
seldom in preparing the medicine. | 
_ We paste our prescriptions in large 
books which accommodate an average 
of ten to the page or about 5000 to 
the book. In the upper, outer corner 
of each page we leave a space in which 
we fill the numbers of the prescrip- 
tions, with the date, doctor’s name and 
price. ‘This facilitates finding the pre-— 
scriptions to be renewed. We also 
record all renewals in a separate book. 

Before the catastrophe of 1906 we 
used to typewrite all labels, but did not 
find sufficient advantages in it to make 
up for the loss of time it entails. It 


is difficult to get a typewriter that will 


accommodate itself to the exigencies 
of préscription label writing, as the 
labels are variably small and variable 
in form and, again, it takes some time 
to accustom clerks to the use of the 
typewriter. We use a Konseal ma- 
chine for cachets, a Remington capsule 
filler, and we silver-coat all pills, even 
the gilded ones. |

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PROPAGANDA FOR DRUG RE- 
FORM 

Under this head we shall publish 
from time to time lists (approximately 
in alphabetical order, according to 
common, proprietary or copyrighted 
names of articles) of purported reme- 
dial agents and drugs which are, for 
various reasons, unethical or which are 
misbranded or misrepresented as to 
virtue, or of which the true composi- 
tion is not stated by the manufacturers. 
In brief the articles listed partake 
wholly or very largely of the nature of 
fakes. Pharmacists should in- 
formed concerning these things in or- 


der that they may assist the physician - 


in warning and safeguarding the pub- 
lic against these pernicious and ob- 
jectionable articles. 

‘The list given in our first install- 
ment is taken very largely from the 
Rocky Mountain Druggist; some are 
from the Retail Pharmacist and still 
others are taken from The Propaganda 
for Reform in Proprietary Medicines, 
published by the American Medical 
Association. 

The familiar fakes, such as Peruna, 
Mother Winslow’s Soothing Syrup, 
Radam’s Microbe Killer, Red Clover 
Cancer Cure, and thousands of others, 
will not be listed as their fraudulent 
nature is or should be familiar to all. 
Furthermore we have not the space tc 
publish all fake remedies. Thousands 
of new ones are exploited every month. 
There should. be an efficient Federal 
law prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of remedial agents of which the 
usage and therapeutic claims are in 


any wise misrepresented or exagger-. 


ated. No remedial agent for the al- 
leviation or cure of actual disease 
should ever be exploited to the public 
excepting through regularly qualified 
physicians and their assistants, the 
pharmacists.

California Prune Wafers (Irving Drug 
Co., Philadelphia).—Apparently misbranded 
because labeled “California” when made in 
Philadelphia, and because’ labeled “Better 
than any pill or purge,’ and because labeled 
“A sure specific cure for all liver, stomach 
and bowel troubles,” “A positive preventa- 
tive for all bowel troubles,’ and because 
labeled to cure all bowel troubles, bilious 
ness, bad blood, headache, pimples, dizzi- 
And also because 
labeled “California Wafers prevent malaria 
and are a boon to women.’ 

California Sweet Gum (California Good 
Health Co., Louisville, Ky.).—Apparently 
misbranded because of various false and. 
misleading statements, for example on the 
circular that it “prevents pneumonia, etc.” 

Campho - phenique.— Composition mis- 
represented. Found to contain phenol 20, 
Camphor 38, liquid petrolatum 30 or more. 

Campho-phenique Powder.—A camphor- 
ated talcum powder, with very little phenol. 
Uses as well as composition misrepresented. 

Cellasin.—Claims.as to. its properties not 
true, and claims as to its use and value 
highly extravagant. Chemical composition 
not determined. Said to be ferment acting 
on fats, starches and sugars. 

Coke Dandruff Cure and Hair Tonic (A. 
R. Bremer Co., Chicago and New York).— 
Old package; adulterated, because of the 
presence of wood alcohol; misbranded, be- 
cause labeled “Dandruff Cure” and “Hair 
Tonic,’ when wood alcohol is present.

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Scientific Notes 


PRODUCTS OF EUCALYPTUS 
There are many plants in the Com- 


monwealth of Australia where euca- : 
_lyptus oil is distilled for medical pur- 


poses, and there 1s said to be a plant in 
New South Wales where acetic acid is 
an important by-product in the distil- 
lation of the oil; but at the Port Es- 
perance plant the eucalyptus oil itself 
is considered merely a by-product in 


the preparation of the more valuable 


extracts for use in preventing deter- 
ioration of boilers. 

This extract has the appearance and 
consistency of tar when prepared for 
export to England. It is shipped with 
no more liquid in it than is necessary 
to prevent caking in the casks en 
route, it being thinned, however, with 
the addition of water on its arrival at 
Liverpool. The extract is said to dif- 
fuse itself through the water of boil- 
ers and cleanse them of any acid, 
greasy or saline matter, forming with 
such deleterious ingredients a harm- 


less sediment which sinks to the bot- 


tom, and it prevents any formation of 
crust around the water line. 

Four i of eucalyptus leaves will 
produce about one ton of the extract 
for boilers, and about 70 to 80 pounds 
of eucalyptus oil. This plant is lo- 
cated in the vicinity of extensive for- 
ests of the blue gum (eucalyptus) 
(which are also grown to some extent 
in Florida and California.—B. of M.) 
Twigs of the leaves are taken off the 
trees irrespective of the age or height 
of the tree, except that too old trees 
are not preferred, owing to the great 
preponderance of woody matter. They 
are placed in large bags and, by an 
iron hook arrangement, are slid down 


the hillsides along telegraph wire es- 


pecially strung for their easy. trans- 


portation to the mill. The leaves are 
for the most part about 10 inches long 
and from 1 to 1% inches wide. The 
leaves most used at this plant are 
taken from an underbrush of trees in 
“bush” destroyed by fire about two 
years ago. The same trees may be 
considered good for another crop of 
satisfactory leaves in about three 


years after the first leaves have gone 


to the mill. The leaves are poured 
into a large cauldron, called a digester, 
and steam is applied for four hours. 


_ During this steaming the acetic acid in 


the leaves passes off into vapopr, the 
eucalyptus oil is carried out by the 
steam to the condenser, the waste wa- 
ter being then separated by use of 
a siphon. 

The residum in the digester is then 
subjected to steam pressure, by means 
of which the valuable extract is ob- 
tained, being first, however, boiled 
down to the consistency of tar. The 
woody matter, which is left in the di- 
gester after the oil and extract have 
been taken out, is then removed and 
burned as refuse. It is curious that 
the acetic acid and the boiler extract, 
both obtained from the _ eucalyptus 
leaves, are exactly opposite in their ef- 
fect on iron, the former destroying and 
the latter preserving it. In order to 
prevent the digesters being eaten by 
the action of the acetic acid in the 
leaves, they are painted with the ex- 
tract before the leaves are put in and 
the steam applied. | 

Some experiments recently 
been made at Port Esperance to as- 
certain if varieties of eucalyptus leaves, 
other than the blue gums, could be 
used for the production of both boiler | 
extract and eucalyptus oil, and as a re- 
sult it appears that practically every 
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variety of eucalyptus leaf will furnish 


the boiler extract, but that the best 


quality of eucalyptus oil by-product is 
obtained from the blue gum. The 
stringy bark (Eucalyptus obliqua) con- 
tains more of the extract, but less of 
the oil than the blue gum. 

The local consumption of eucalyptus 
oil for medicinal purposes is quite 
large. It is a favored remedy for colds, 
rheumatism, asthma and other bron- 
chial affections, skin diseases,  tooth- 
ache, burns, bruises, etc. It is fre- 
quently sprinkled over bedroom floors 
to drive away flies and mosquitoes. 
It is perhaps most commonly used 
: with sugar, often in the form of lozen- 
ges. It is occasionally taken in over- 
doses, and I have heard of several 
deaths from this cause in Tasmania

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Book Reviews 


The Physiological Standardization of 
Digitalis, by C. W. Edmunds and W. Hale, 
U. S. Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service, Hygienic Laboratory. Bulletin No. 
48, 1909. 

As is known, certain drugs, as ergot, digi- 
talis, strophantus, cannabis indica and oth- 
ers, cannot be accurately standardized by 
the chemical assay. With these the physio- 
logical assay method is employed. The au- 
thors review the earlier work done by 
Schmeidelberg, Kiliani, Ziegenbein, Barger, 
Shaw, Famulener, Lyons, 
Houghton and others. 

The variation in the blood pressure of 
the frog is the guide to the therapeutic 
value of digitalis—the frog-heart method of 
assay. The method is as follows: 

1. Animals—Frogs (Rana pipiens 
Schreb.) are used. These must be in good 
condition and must be kept in healthy con- 
ditions by suitable means. 

2. Modifying Factors—Weight of ani- 
mals, season and atmospheric temperature 
must be taken into consideration in the 
testing. 
3. Preparation of Animals—All frogs are 
- pithed by puncturing the brain cavity with 
a steel rod or a piece of sharpened wood. 
This is done that animals may not suffer 
during the experiment. 

4. Dosing—The drug is injected into the 
abdominal lymph sac, the dose being in cc’s, 
per gram of body weight, .022 to .040 cc. 
(or 2 to 4 mg.) or more. 
when the heart stops beating (in systole). 
Or the drug may be injected into the leg 
lymph sac and the time noted when capil- 
lary circulation (in web of foot) ceases. — 

The frog is the most suitable animal for 
the testing of digitalis. Other animals, as 
guinea pigs, rats and mice, have been used, 
determining the minimum fatal dose of 
digitalis. 

Experiments of this kind are of inestima- 
ble value to humanity, and the efforts of 
the investigators cannot be too highly

If 
there are ponds and marshes near 
your home, pour in crude petroleum 
or any petroleum. Use enough to 
form a very thin film over the surface. 


This kills all mosquito larvae which 


live in the water. If every one at- 
tended to this it would be surprising to 
find how greatly the number of mos- 
quitoes would be reduced. We print

INDUSTRIAL VISITS OF THE 
SENIOR CLASS OF THE CALI- 
FORNIA COLLEGE OF 

PHARMACY 

The 

practical side of life is being recog- 
nized more than ever. ‘The students 
of the California College of Pharmacy 
are given an opportunity to see what 
is being done in the business world 
and in the world of commerce. Ar- 
rangements are made by the faculty 
and the directors of the college to per- 
mit the Senior Class to visit a num- 


ber of factories and other institutions 


of more or less direct interest to phar- 
macists. During the season 1909-I9IO 
the following places were visited : 


»  §tandard Oil Works 
Located at Point Richmond, Cal. 


This was one of the first places vis- 
ited during the season. 
Senior Class was in charge of: Prof. 
F. T. Green, dean of the college, who 
explained the various operations. 


: Cutter Biological Laboratory 
Laboratory and Factory Situated in West 
Berkeley 


This is one of the leading laborator- 
ies of its kind. They have just com- 
pleted a new building in the yard out- 
side the laboratory proper, the large in- 
cubator in which the various bacterial 
cultures are grown. Mr. Trowbridge, 
the biologist, gave a very interesting 
lecture on tuberculins and their uses 
in the treatment of tuberculosis. Ac- 
cording to his statements this terrible 
disease will within a comparatively 
short time be a thing of the past. This

opinion is held by other eminent scien- 


tists. 

The class were next taken to the 
stables where a horse was bled. The 
several operations which lead to the 
completion of the final product, the 
diphtheria antitoxin, were fully ex- 
plained. The various steps in the man- 
ufacture of concentrated antitoxin in 


diphtheria were also explained, and it 


was stated that this so-called concen- 
trated antitoxin was not very popular 
with physicians, it being declared that 


it did not have quite the same effects 
as the unmodified antitoxin. After fur- 
ther explanations regarding details in 


the manufacture of vaccines, tubercu- 
lins, etc., the class were taken to the 
Hotel Carlton where they were treated 


to a dinner by the Cutter people. The 


College Glee Club rendered several 
selections, speeches were made and the 
entire event was declared one of the 
most enjoyable of the season. 


United States Quarantine Station 


The U. S. Quarantine Station, loca-— 


ted on Angel Island, San Francisco, 
is the most important quarantine sta- 


tion in the United States, as it prac- 


tically controls the Oriental diseases. 
The members of the class were re- 
ceived at the Navy Yard dock where 
they were taken on board the govern- 
ment tug “The Argonaut.” While 
crossing the bay, 
Boarding Officer, gave a lecture on the 
inside quarantine service, explaining in 
detail the manner in which diseases are 
kept out of the United States, calling 
attention to the various quarantinable 
diseases, where they predominate and 
the manner in which the information 
regarding their occurrence was ob- 
tained. 

On landing at Angel Island the en- 
tire class was taken in charge by Dr. 
R. E. Trotter, officer in charge. Dr. 


Trotter proceeded to take the student 


body through the various parts of the 


Dr. Drew, Chief 
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station in the same sequence as steam- 
er passengers who are in quarantine. 
Dr. Trotter gave some interesting in- 
formation regarding quarantine pro- 
cedure, disinfection, destruction of rats 
in ship holds, etc. 
Illinois Pacific Glass Co. 
This proved an extremely interest- 


ing trip, although not along purely 


pharmaceutical lines. The student 
body, in charge of one of the attend- 
ants at the factory, were shown the 
different details in the manufacture of 
glass. It was explained that Belgium 
sand, which was formerly obtained 
free, being used as ships’ ballast, was 
now brought over in regular ship- 
ments. This sand is said to be the 
best for the purpose for which it 1s 
intended. The most interesting part 
of the entire visit here proved to be 
the glass blowers, in fact, it was rather 
difficult to induce some of the students 
to take themselves away. The stu- 
dents were anxious to watch the opera- 
tion of blowing a carboy, but on this 
occasion this was not done. They 
were also shown a contrivance for 
blowing glass bottles automatically, 
-but it was stated that the human glass 
blowers proved more satisfactory. 


Glass blowing is very hard work and 


the men are well paid. 


The students were next taken to the 
- paper box factory, connected with the 


glass works, in which the various steps 
in the manufacture of paper boxes in- 
tended for shipping glassware, were 
explained. The adhesive material used 
in fastening together enormous sheets 
of thin pasteboard was liquid glass. 


Queen Lilly Soap Factory 
This soap factory, owned by the 
Fishbaugh Bros., which devotes its 
energies largely to the manufacture of 
several kinds of soap and a cleaning 


powder. Grape seed oil, obtained from. 


the seeds of the fig grape, is used in 
the manufacture of one brand of soap. 


San Francisco Incinerator. 
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Glycerin is a by-product obtained 


from the waste in the manufacture of 
soap, which was_ explained. The 
refuse or cake in glycerin manufacture 
proves to be of no value. It was 
stated that it- was impossible to use 
it as a fertilizer because of the fact 
that it underwent spontaneous com- 


bustion just as soon as it became wet. 


Sanitary Reduction Works 

The Sanitary Reduction Works are 
nothing more nor less than an enor- 
mous incinerator. In fact, it is the 
At this 
place they handle enormous quantities 
of garbage which is segregated in usa- 
ble and unusable portions. The usa- 
ble portion consisting of bottles, 
glass, iron, tin and a certain amount of 
wood, is gathered in separate piles and 


is disposed of to purchasers. The use- 


less refuse is destroyed by combustion. 
The students found the blending of the 
soap factory odors and those of the 
incinerator highly interesting. 


Stauffer Chemical Works 
_ The students were very strongly im- 
pressed by the enormity of this plant. 
The various steps in the manufacture 
of hydrochloric acid, sulphuric acid, 
boric acid, borax and copper sulphate 
were explained. Some of the sulphuric 
acid is obtained by the chamber meth- 


od. 
J. A. Folger & Co. | 
Wholesale Spice, Tea and Coffee House _ 


The students were taken in charge 
by Mr. J. A. Folger, who took them first 


to the basement where were the enor- 


mous quantities of spice, teas and cof- 


fees, etc., are received and _ stored, 
which are imported directly by way of 
San Francisco. The grinding room 
was next visited where a number of 
mills were in operation. In the grind- 
‘ing of pepper the screenings and tail- 
ings, representing large black pepper 
refuse, are rejected. The material 
which passes through the mill repre- 
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sents pure pepper. The coffee roast- 
ing room was visited, where the meth- 
od of mixing coffees for the purpose 
of obtaining desirable blends was ex- 
plained. | 

The tea room proved of interest. 
The different kinds of teas are mixed 
in enormous quantities, whereupon 
they are ready for packing and label- 
ing. The automatic weighing machine 
proved to be of special interest. This 
firm also has a separate department 
for the manufacture of the tin contain- 
ers used. | 

Ghiradelli’s Chocolate Factory | 

This is the oldest and largest choco- 
late house in the world. Every step 
in the manufacture of chocolate and 
cocoa, from the cleaning of the cocoa 
seeds to the packing and labeling of 
the finished products, was fully ex- 
plained. It is simply impossible to ex- 
plain in detail the various operations. 
We can only mention a few which 
proved to be of special interest to the 
pharmacists. After the beans are 
cleaned and the shells removed, they 
are next broken into small pieces, 
forming the cocoa nibs. These are next 
. crushed in mills, something like the 
- mills used in grinding flour; next the 
cocoa butter is removed by _ expres- 
sion, at a temperature of 80 degrees. 
This material, from which the major 
portion of the butter has been removed, 
is again placed in a mill, ground and 


mixed with sugar. This constitutes 


the sweet chocolate or sweet cocoa, as 
the case may be. The manufacture 
of chocolate candies, chocolate flicks, 
etc., was also explained in detail. 
The educational value of these trips 
cannot be over estimated. It gives 
the students an opportunity to become 
acquainted with methods of manufac- 
ture. Information which cannot pos- 
sibly be obtained through books or 
lectures. It is the aim of the college 
each year to increase the number of 
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these visits from time to time, as the 


opportunities present themselves. The 
places visited are all of the highest 


standing of their kind, it being the aim > 


of the directors and faculty of the Cali- 


fornia College of Pharmacy to acquaint. 


the students with business carried on, 
on a large scale. We wish to state that 
the various institutions visited’ exten- 
ded every courtesy and careful atten- 
tion and consideration to the visitors.

Dr. A. Schneider stated that 
some time ago Mr. Lichthardt, city 
chemist of Sacramento, reported that 
the California digitalis yields a very 
high % of active principles, verified 
also by the Mulford Manufacturing 
Company. 
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Messrs. E. C. Norwood and Stauffer, 
both members of the graduating class, 


presented the third paper on “The As-— 


say of California Belladonna. The dis- 
cussion was participated in by Pro- 


fessor Green and Dr. Schneider. 


Mr. E. Kormann of the Lengfeld 
Pharmacy presented a very excellent 
paper on “Suggestions for the Revision 
of the Pharmacopoeia and Standardiza- 
tion of Fluid-extracts and Tinctures.” 
The suggestions given are worthy of 


careful consideration, and the paper 


will appear in an early issue of this 
journal. 
Mr. Gilmer contributed several vocal 
selections during the evening, after 
which a short business meeting fol-

Professor Searby Ever Present 


Speaking retrospectively, the last an- 
nual meeting, held at the college, was 
a memorable one, indeed; not for the 
fact that there was a large number 
present, that an interesting program 
of scientific papers and musical num- 


bers, had been arranged, the former 
causing much profitable discussion and: 


the latter a great deal of amusement, 


or that a tempting collation had been 


prepared and was served by the ladies, 
but because it was the last annual 
meeting at which our beloved friend, 
the late Professor Searby, was to be 
present. No alumni gathering was or 
can be complete without him and at 
future meetings he will be ever with 
us—even if only in memory. Those of 
us who knew him will always recall 


as he sat at our meetings—patient, 


attentive and observing—or rose to 
and 
convincing manner, making his au- 
dience feel the influence of his prac-

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tical experience and extended study. 
Though many of us knew even then 
that he was not well and that, in spite 
of his many retained youthful ways, he 
was getting old, who would have ven- 
tured so far as to say that we were not 
going to have him with us tonight? 
But, he is gone, but his memory will 
live long after these walls have crum- 
bled and fallen. 

The Alumni Association began its 
work of the year by holding the open- 
ing of the college term of 1909-1910, 
on September roth last, under its aus- 
pices. It was thought that it would 
be exhibiting a spirit of loyalty to 
our alma mater to have some of the 
alumni present at the formal opening | 
of the new session, as well as incul- 
cating into the student body in this 
way a regard for the connecting link 
between the graduates and the col- 
lege—the Alumni Association. 

I cannot help recalling what a dif- 
ferent person Professor Searby was at 
this time! That he was seriously sick, 
there was now no doubt, and it was 
only his love for the institution that 
he had been so instrumental in found- 
ing that urged him to “stick to his 


post.” 


To those who did not know Pro- 
fessor Searby, it might seem as if too 
much had been said about his presence 
in our midst, but no explanation is 
needed for those who realize how im- 
possible it would be to tell of the work 
of the organization without mention- 
ing how closely this dear man wove his 
life in the fabric of the college and her 
devoted Alumni Association. 


Los Angeles Ideas Welcomed 


At a meeting of the alumni trustees 
last September a committee was re- 


eeived that had been named at a re- 


union banquet of the graduates of this — 
college, held at the last meeting of the 
California Pharmaceutical Association 
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at Los Angeles. This committee sug- 
gested that the Alumni Association ar- 
range for a reunion of the graduates 
during the Portola Festival in San 
Francisco, that an alumni banquet be 
arranged at the annual meetings of 
the C. Ph. A., that a register for visit- 
ing graduates be kept at the wholesale 
houses, and that more general meet- 
ings be held during the year, prefer- 
ably at some down-town place.

Summing up, then, the work of the 
Alumni Association since the last an- 
nual meeting, it has held under its 
auspices the opening of the 4909-1910 
session of the college, two open scien- 
tific meetings down town and this, the 
annual meeting. Besides these three, 
other meetings of the trustees have 
been held during the year. 


Plan for Future Proposed 


As for suggestions for the future 


guidance of the association, I shall 
make only a few that seem to be 
needed and that are practical. 

Speaking first of things that can be 
called organic, a committee should be 
appointed to thoroughly revise the 
constitution and by-laws, as they are 
wholly inadequate for our present 
needs, having been framed at a time 
when conditions were different from 
those of the present. Besides this, 
they have been amended so many 
times that the few printed copies that 
were saved from the fire are very mis- 
leading. 


There should be at least three regu- 
lar meetings during the year, and 
would suggest, first, at the opening of 
the college year, which might be held 
under the auspices of the association ; 
second, just before the Christmas va- 
cation, when a scientific program by 


the graduates and a social gathering 


could be arranged; and third, an an-| 
nual meeting, where selected papers 
by the graduating class would be read, 
after which a light repast might be 
indulged in. 

~ Reunion of the graduates at the an- 


nual meetings of the California Phar- 
macetitieal Association should be held 


and informal discussions upon appro- 


priate topics would undoubtedly fol- 
low. JBesides these, additional meet- 
ings could be held down town accord- 
ing to the opportunities presented and 
the condition of the tréasury. It is 
hardly necessary to add that in the 
latter, as in all of the functions of the 
association, the fullest publicity 


through the newspapers and journals 


should be obtained, principally betore 
but’ also after the gatherings. 


More General Interest Needed 


But, the suggestions to amend the 
laws of the Alumni Association and 
hold three regular meetings. and a 


reunion at the State pharmaceutical 


gatherings, as well as other meetings 
down town, will be worth nothing if 
more general interest is not taken by 
the alumni in the work in hand.

The 
end is beveled so that when it is fitted 
into place the bevel corresponds to that 
of the needle point, making one smooth 
surface. When the stylet is rotated its 


point clears the lumen of any accidental ob- 


struction. This needle serves both for draw- 
ing the spinal fluid and for the injection

position during the entire operation.
